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Breaking Barriers . . . 

For decade upon decade before May 6, 1954, men tried to get 
their feet to cover a mile in less than four minutes. In a score of 
nations athletes trained for years and failed one after another to 
“break” the four-minute mile. [t came to be regarded as an impass- 
able barrier. Then suddenly two years ago Roger Bannister of Ox- 
ford ran a mile in 3 ininutes, 59 and 4-10 seconds. 


Sinee then the four-minute mark has been broken a dozen times 
and by men from Hungary to Austrailia. Why? No new race of 
superrunners appeared. These men ran on the same tracks with 
the same eyuipment. A very large part of the answer appears to 
be that they ran with the knowledge it had been done. And by a 
man less well equipped physically than some who hed failed. But 
ne had a new approach which broke the mental barrier—the belief 
that it couldn’t be done. 


Then others found the “impossible” four-minute mile quite possi- 
ble. May this not be equally true of other barriers raised by the hu- 
man mind against Its own udyaneement? Are there not gains in 
harmonious lahor and race relations, in health, education, and 
government not yet attained only because we still believe them im- 
possible? Will they not vield quickly once the first steps are taken 
by pioneers with confidence in man’s God-given capacities?

The college men can not do 
without the growers’ findings 
and the growers can not do 


without the college scienee and 
findings, « 


A few years ago Ed Rebman, 
vur county agent, called on us 
here. He asks what is the mat- 
ler with this swect cherry tree. 
1 answer arsenic of lead and so 
on to three or four trees. 

Art Mitchell at Twin Lakes 
school tells the growers to se- 
lect the materials that suits 
their needs best. 

The many companies making 
various chemicals want their 
brand and kind of material 
listed on the spray calendar. 

A beginner could hardly sel- 
eet the material that was needed 
for his purpose by reading the 
spray calendar as it is put up 
today. There are several mater- 


jals that will answer the same 
purpose. 


A few years back the college 
carried on some Spray programs 


near East Jordan. Lawrence 
Jensen, myself and other old 
growers knew these programs 


would not work from our past 
experience, 

The college found that shot 
hole worked for a period of 30 
duys, but did not know when it 
started. Many rowers have 
found that it stabts earlier in 
warm wet weather. This year 
the college notified the growers 
to start early and repeat in a 
few duys as the foliage comes 
out fast. 

With all fungus diseases on 
all fruits it is better to spray 
early und often and quit earlier 
if no disease is present.
